Bruce Copland, fariner graduât» 
of JIcGiU University addressed th" 
Historical Club which met Tuesday 
night at the home of Mr. Guy Tombs. 
0.1 "Prescct Conditions In China," 
Te.\t or Spîe.h 
He briefly outlined China's h story 
for the last century, especially It's ra- 
la;lo^J^ p 'v :i J.ip.-in. Koth China and 
Japan "?re forocuby opened up to 
trade and J.^pan was tiie f'rs: '.o realize 
the benefits of being Europcanised. 
Japan swallowed Western c'villzation 
but tt bas not digested it. China on 
the other hand has accepted Western 
deas s'o"l> but In tho end will profit 
more because it is more advisable to 
take It moderately like this. 

This was followed by a brief war be- 
tween the two countries in 1$95. Japan 
was the victor and China stnug by fail- 
ure, started a reform movement, which 
proved abort. \c. 

The Boxer upris.ng then broke out— 
the last revolt of conservative China 
against coming- to terras with the West. 
This of course was followed by further 
cessions to foreign powers. 

At the beginning of the liOth century 
Japan defeated Russia— heartening all 
Orie^itals, for thi* was a victory of 
Kasl over West. Chinese spirit was 
awakened and many of her student* 
.sought Kuropcan knowledge in Japan* 
c.%0 Universities and of course In west- 
era countries. 

In the reorganization aflei*- the Great 
War neither counti'>', Japan or China 
received anything. Japan's pride wa» 
hurl; ths was vepcifod in tho 5:5:3 
X.%vai Pact between Bril;iin, U.S. and 
Japan. Ten.\ion was increased between 
the Orient and Europe. 

In 1031 Japiin struck at Manchukiio,: 
there was little unity in Europe an^t^ftji 
Chinese Ipât f.ith in tho l.caguo ofKoï' 
t:ons. To add to their troubles ths 
Chinese Govt, h.id to deal with 
communism and three great floods In 
1931-S-l. Howovor they made am.- ing 
progress through education % Iwtter 
.syitom of a^jricuUuro .etc. 

Then, rocunlly, China wa.« eni.our.is- 
ed by Abyssinia's roaistanco to Italy— 
and Abyssinia was a much weaker 
country than Chln.t. 

The Japanese havo not made au.v 
great .iJvaace.s Into China lately and 
Mr. Copland coiKludcJ by saylog that 
it ti questionabio if Japan wilt gain la 
tho end, Japan haa poured money into 
China; there arc very few i-aw product* 
there that Japaa needs; tho Javvinese

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Our Tag Day 
In Politics 

WHIG and Tory were originally derieive 
labels whereby political opponents 
tagged each oiher. Today the appellations 
"Pascist" and "Communist" are being so 
freely hurlt-d about that few men can inter- 
est theni.seives in politics without some day 
being called .onp or the other. Not that po'.i- 
tical extremists are inexistent in this coun- 
try. But a deplorable tendency has arisen 
to blandly term ag "Communist" that simp- 
ly which one does not favour. 

Such a tendency is bound to defeat its 
own jnirposfc — if the purpose be to weaken 
Communism. if President Koosevelt is 
labelled a Bolshevik and then proceeds to 
win twenty two million votes, the effect 
is to remove the sting from .such labels as 
"Communist" and "Bolshevik". In other 
respects,. too, the red baiters who have be- 
come so numerous in our 'midst arc prob- 
ably creatinK more real comraunistti than 
tiiey are buppressing. If every individual 
who advocatcB a meaBU)*€ of reform is im- 
^nj^iately to be tagged as a Communiât and 
persecuted as such, he standi! in danger of 
really 'xîinx driven to the jwint of view 
that any basic reform is only possible by 
violent method.'-;— an argument which ie the 
■starting ix>int of the Communist. J^t some 
of our political leaders remember this, 
A'iolfciK:*; begets violence. Fascism begeta 
Gommuni.'iin. 

Quebec political groups have been par- 
ticularly inconsistent in theii" realization 
that somehow all is not well with our econ- 
omic system and yet, at the same tirao, 
their anxiety to .suppress as corninuni.stH or 
sociali.sUi — which tags are carele.siily and 
indi.'>(;rlminately u.-ied — others who are cri- 
tical of the w>cial «y-stera. Apparently one 
U safe ill criticizing the capitalist if one 
prefacei^ it willi the term "foreign", 'J'he 
fulmiiiutiy...-; of M. Hamel ct. al. against 
"the "tru-sts" might conceivably earn for 
jîim the tag communLst if the .same rough, 
,un/}cicntific clas.^ii/ication thai h is asïo- 
ciat<;;s u.se v-crc. to prevail. Thoi-c ura com- 
niujii.st.'- aiid there arc fasci.sUs, Their doc- 
trincîi ieiijaiii aiiatlioDW to the va.sl majpj'- 
ity </ our i><;'>pl('. That v/ill Jiot excuse 
political Icade;.-- v. lio c^;ver up their own in- 
nAaqwcles by, and obscure cveiy .sei-ioui

Firjt, llic writer docs not liKi> tlu' p;itroitlziiiR 
air, the "terrific assumption of scholiirship" which 
rexiewors Inevitably adopt. Qui Vrofossor Leacock 
forgets that book reviewers are usually a' frustrated 
race who arc only wrltintr reviews because no pub- 
lisher has ever accepted Iheir own work. Uiuior 
these conditions even an author shouKI foislvo the 
patronlKlnsr tone which the rovlcwcr inlopls. .\s a 
matter of fact every author will forgive such a tone 
used In describing anj' books other than his own. 

The same reason applies to the second fault 
mentioned, the unfortunate predUection of certain 
reviewers torvard usiiii: forplgn laiwiagcs In an at- 
tempt to .".how how m\u!i clpvorcr thpy arc than Iho 
author. Ii nIiouM 1>c om u.'o.l. tlioupli. as. .i p.irtlally 
inoffensive method of improving: the writer's ego, in 
addlUon to the fact that it does, occasionally if not 
often, impress the readers. 

But there arc sevw-al of Professor Leacock's ob- 
jections that aio not so well founded. He objects, 
for oxoniple, to u reviewer tiilkinj: about something: 
elee. wben- ho claims to be reviewing a certain book 
— a classification under which the present review 
falls. Here, though, he is maklnsr a mistake. If he 
would only consider the quality of the average book 
whicli the reviewer Is discussinir, he .would quite un- 
derstand why that subject is omitted completely from 
the article, .\fter all. there is no reason why the 
readers of the review should be as bored as the book 
reviewer himself. 

Furthermore Stephen Leacock complains of the 
usual Insistence that somebody else said the same 
thins much better years and years aso. Unfortun- 
ately, this Is so true that It isn't funny; somebody 
usually has said the same thlnj much better before, 
and tbe reviewer cxcccdinKly KlccfuUy considers 11 
his duty to inform the public of this. The' author's 
one alternatire, in tills case, la to say somothlnc that 
nobody else has ever said as well, but this, unfor- 
tunateb'. is not quite so simple as blaming the 
reviewer. 

Again, there is ilie favourite remark about the 
author's powers failing. It is true tiiat this is a habit 
of the book reviewer; it is also true that the only 
time an author really feels such criticism is when he 
starts to believe that his powers arc failing. Under 
such conditions the remarks.are, whenever important, 
also jtisUQed, 

But I think that 1 have said enough to salve the 
feelings of the poor book reviewers, denied any 
chance as Lhc.\- are lo answer Professor Leacock's 
attack. 1 rnigiit -aM, while 1 am not on the subject, 
that FUX.vy PIECES is Stephen Leacock at his 
funniest and best. 1 don't think that even his pub- 
lishers could want me to say njgre.
